STEPS THE PRESIDENT WILL TAKE 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—With hopes of setM*-- 


mcnt of the coal anl rail strikes growing dimmer, .ill.-ri- 
tion waf, centered today on what stepn the Administration 
may take to prevent a transportation break-down and 
bring about a resumption of mining. 
Congress would 


have to pass additional legislation before President Hard- 
ing could draft labor and force the miners to resume 
work under government orders, high legal authorities 
said today. 


Discussion of the possibility of drafting labor result- 


ed from the White House statement, which was that 
President Harding did not consider the draft an i ifrir,ce- 
ment on citizens' rights and liberties in times 
>1 j^'eat 


emergencies. 
Any draft of labor would be fa\ured by 


the President only in emergencies of extreme chaVacter. 
It was raid that the wrong construction is being put on 
President Hardings' statement and that the draft is not 
neyr and that it has only be3n considered. The President 
contends* that he has tl.? right to call upon the citizens 
of the country in times of great stress or to end a menace 
to the country's safety. He had in mind to make an ap- 
peal rather than a direct draft such as was used in France 
recently. The President was confident that any appeal 
he might make to the citizens of the United States would 
be promptly responded to.
